Washington, Aug. 6 — Su- 
preme Court decisions usually 
‘make dull reading, but the one 
it recently handed down. re- 
quiring apportionment of state 
legislatures on the basis of pop- 
ulation only has gripped the 
interest of Congress like noth- 
ing since the accounts of Bob- 
by Baker’s wheelings and 
dealings. 

For Congressmen are aware, 
as most of the public is not, 
that the legislatures lay out 
Congressional Districts. This 
accounts for the fact that in- 
dividual members of Congress, 
no matter which party they 
belong to, and no matter 
whether they’re for or against 
the Administration, are drop- 
ping almost everything to take 
up the matter of the decision. 

Carl Albert, House Demo- 
cratic Leader, has his hands 
full herding the Adminis- 
tration’s “must” legislation 
through a balky House _ be- 
tween now and Aug. 22, when 
the Democrats earnestly want 
to quit sitting and start cam- 
paigning. Yet, he took time to 
testify before the House Ju- 
diciary Committee in favor of 
upsetting the Supreme Court 
decision. 


Flood of Bills 


Observers are sure he is 
aware that an Oklahoma leg- 
islature dominated by Okla- 
homa City and Tulsa might 
well redistrict Mr. Albert’s 
stomping grounds. right out 
existence. Mr. Albert isn’t 
about to leave such a matter 


to chance, so he finds himself - 


now in the company of those 
who have been critical of the 
Supreme Court’s tendencies to 
legislate and the Government’s 
tendency to centralize power 
in Washington at the expense 
of the states. 

As this is written, more 
than 80 bills have been filed 
in the House to nullify the 
effects of the decision, but the 
figure may be too small by 
the time the writer can reach 
a period. Sen. Everett Dirksen 
has introduced a bill in the 
Senate to do the job, and he’s 
sure of support from both par- 
ties, too—even though Sena- 
tors are not directly involved. 

The Senators are aware, 
however, that if the Court 
sticks to its one-man-one-vote 
principle, and tosses out the 
geographical representation 
idea, the Senate itself some- 
day might be declared uncon- 
stitutional.

More Power in Cities 

Regardless of the theoreti- 
cal rights and wrongs of the 
situation, many persons in 
Washington realize that the 
immediate effect of the reap- 
portionment on court-dictated 
lines would be to increase 
enormously the power of the 
big city machines.

So the bills pour in, propos- 
ing: 1. To deny the Court jur- 
isdiction over apportionment 
of legislatures altogether. 2. 
To declare a seven-year mora- 
torium on the Court’s powers 
over apportionment while a 
Constitutional Amendment can 
be considered. 3. A Constitu- 
tional amendment allowing 
states to apportion one house 
of their legislatures on factors 
other than population. 

But there’s a fly in the 
Amendment procedure oint- 
ment that nobody’s solved. As 
the Amendment would have to 
be ratified by legislatures 
which the Court contends are 
unconstitutional, what’s to 
keep the Court from declaring 
the Amendment itself illegal? 

And, if Congress passes a

We -do have a fair stock of such 
things which you need hardly 
twist our arm to obtain. Espe- 
cially for money. 

Redwood tubs come both 
square and round and are made 
from real Califomia Redwood. 
You can tell because they 
have genuine redwood splint- 
ers and guaranteed redwood 
knot holes. These tubs last 
for years ond are not. easily 
damaged by skate boards or 
bicycles. 

Clay pots also grow good 
plants. They are usually less 
expensive but they are more 
fragile. However, broken ones 
can be used for drainage and 
-are not completely lost. Glazed 
pots suffer a similar fate but 
are brightly colored and attrac- 
tive. (Sometimes long after the 
plant has passed. on.) These 
may be used’indoors or out 
for ash trays, storing golf 
balls, or for plants.

TERM OF LI- 
CENSE: Dog licenses shall be is- 
sued on a County fiscal year basis, 
commencing on July ist and term- 
inating on the next June 30th. The 
owner of a dog shall secure a li- 
cense for his dog annually. after the 
expiration of the original license. 
During the period from July ist 
through August 31st of each year, 
an owner who has secured a license 
for his dog for the prior fiscal year 
shall not be in violation of section 
4430 of this Article, and such dog 
shall not be impounded pursuant to 
section 4440 of this Article if the 
dog is wearing the tag issued for 
the prior fiscal year. 

Section 3. Section 4436 of the Or- 
dinance Code of Tulare County is 
-hereby amended to read as follows: 
SECTION 4436. LICENSE FEES: 
The annual license fee for each dog 
shall be Three Dollars ($3.00) if the 
license is issued during the period 
commencing on July 1st and term- 
inating on October 3ist. The license 
fee shall be Two Dollars ($2.00) if 
the license is issued during the pe- 
riod commencing on November ist 
and terminating on the last day of 
February. The license fee shall be 
One Dollar ($1.00) if the license is 
issued during the period commenc- 
ing on March ist and terminating 
‘on June 30th.

LICENSE: Whenever a person hold- 

ing a kennel license sells any dog 

in the kennel. he shall deliver his 
copy of the vaccination certificate 
for the dog to the purchascr. If sat- 
isfactory evidence is presented to 
the Board of Supervisors that a per- 
son holding a kennel license has 
failed to comply with the provisions 
of this section. the Board of Sup- 
ervisors shall direct the County 

Clerk to immediately revoke the 

kennel license and to give the hold- 

er of the kennel license written no- 
tice of such revocation. 

Section 15. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
which are declared to be unlawful 
shall he deemed. guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punishable by a fine of 
not more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for not more than six (6) 
months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Section 16. The General Provisions 
of the Ordinance Code of Tulare 
County. consisting of section 101 
through section 114, inclusive, are 
hereby adopted by weference and made 
applicable to the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

Section 17. This ordinance is here- 
by declared to be an emergency ordi- 
nance necessary for the immediate 
preservation of the public health. 
safety and general welfare, and shall 
take effect immediately upon adop- 
tion. The following is a statement of 
the facts showing its urgency: 

The last day for securing dog li- 

censes and kennel licenses. without 

penalty for most dogs is August 
31st. The provisions of this. ordi- 
nance affect the time limits for se- 
euring such licenses. Unless this 
ordinance is made effective. immed- 
iately, the Cities which are partici- 
pating in the County dog control 
program will not have sufficient 
time to adopt by reference the pro- 
visions of this ordinance prior to 

the deadline for securing such li- 

censes and the licensing program 

will be very difficult, if not impos- 
sible. to administer. 

Section 18. This ordinance shall 
take effect immediately and. prior to 
the expirafion of fifteen (15) days 
from the passage hereof, shall be pub- 
lished once in The Farm Tribune, a 
newspaper printed and published in 
the County of Tulare. State of Cali- 
fornia, together with the names of the 
members of the Board.of Supervisors 
voting for and against the same.

100 Square Miles 
Of Plastic Film 
Used In Agriculture 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 6—One 
hundred square miles of plastic 
film, enough to blanket San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland, are used each 
year in the growing and packag- 
ing of California food crops. 

Plastic film is used on the farms 
for mulching, for lining irrigation 
ditches and reservoirs, for fumi- 
gating soil, and for protecting 
young plants against frost. An 
air-supported plastic greenhouse is 
being tested in Orange county. 

Together, the consumption of 
plastic film in California for grow- 
ing and packaging exceeded 30 
million pounds last year, according 
to information gathered by the 
Council of California Growers from 
The Society of the Plastics Indus- 
try, Inc. 

In California, there are 15 man- 
ufacturers and 70 processors of 
plastic films. One plant, alone, 
has a capacity of 600,000 bags per 
day. Most of these are used in

by California, if a labor shortage 
follows the end of the bracero pro- 
gram on December 31 of this year. 

California grows more than 40 
per cent of the nation’s fruits and 
vegetables. 

The Council of California Grow- 
ers cites three major factors which 
support the belief that Mexico is 
capable of filling the gap: 

(1) Mexico has doubled its ir- 
rigated acreage since 1950, from 
six million to 12 million acres. 

(2) Since 1952, Mexico has in- 
creased exports of agricultural 
products into the U.S. by 65 per 
cent, from about $164 million to 
$271 million, 

(3) Farm labor in Mexico. is 
Plentiful, and cheap by compari- 
son with farm wages in California. 


food packaging. 

Strawberry growers are perhaps 
the heaviest uses of plastic film, 
first for fumigating the soil and 
second for mulching. Strips of 
film, 34 inches wide, are unrolled 
down the rows of newly-planted 
bushes. Workers cut small slits 
in the film over each berry plant, 
and lift the leaves up through the 
holes. The film not only keeps 
the soil warm and thus hastens 
early growth but also conserves 
moisture, inhibits weeds, and keeps 
the berries clean and free of grit. 


average of $1.33 per hour in Cali- 
fornia. 

With lower labor and other pro- 
duction costs, Mexican growers 
could easily comipete with Califor- 
nia growers, even after paying im- 
port duties, agricultural experts 
say. 

Since 1952, imports of canta- 
loupes from Mexico have increased 
from six million to 100 million 
pounds annually, despite a sliding 
scale duty that goes up to $1.00 
per crate. Last year’s imports of 
cantaloupes from Mexico represent 
approximately 13 per cent of Cali- 
fornia’s production. 

Approximately 44 per cent of 
the 20,000 workers hired to har- 
vest California’s $40 million can- 
taloupe crop are braceros. 

Increased imports of other crops 


‘from Mexico that are directly com- 


petitive with those grown in Cali- 
fornia include: 

Fresh tomatoes — from 66 mil- 
lion pounds in 1955 to 242 million 
pounds in 1963. 

Tomato products — from four 
thousand pounds in 1955 to six 
million pounds in 1962. 

Frozen strawberries — from 34 
million pounds last year to an 
estimated 40 million this year, a 
20 per cent increase. 

Fresh strawberries — from four 
thousand pounds in 1958 to.895

Oranges — from six million 
pounds in 1952 to 28 million 
pounds in 1962. 

Will there be a farm labor short- 
age in California next year? In 
those crops requiring stoop labor, 
the answer definitely is yes, un- 
less some supplementary labor 
force can be developed quickly. 

Stepped up recruiting, higher 
incentive pay and other induce- 
ments offered by California grow- 
ers this year, in an effort to re- 
place braceros with domestics, so 
far have had little effect. 

“California agriculture faces a 
real crisis,’ says O. W. Fillerup, 
executive vice president of the 
council.
